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In reply to the Office Action dated March 6, 2006, Applicants elect with traverse 
the alleged species of claim 12. Applicants continue to disagree with the Examiner 
concerning the absence of relationship between claims 12 and 18, the only currently 
pending claims in this patent application. Applicants believe that examination of one of 
the claims will naturally result in the examination of the other of the claim. For that 
reason, both claims should be simultaneously examined. / 



Reconsideration of the restriction requirement and prompt and favorable 
examination of at least claim 12 are earnestly solicited.
